In claim 29 lines 9-11 "; and preventing .... any immunoassay" has been deleted. 

In claim 32 line 10",on the one hand," has been deleted and in line 11 ",on the 
other hand," has been deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In addition to the remarks of record, the cited prior art fails to teach or anticipate 
the instant invention of a urinalysis pad made of a first material containing a reagent to 
detect one or more adulterants in fluid communication with a reagent free absorbent 
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strip made of a second material that transfers the sample to the urinalysis pad. The 
4/23/04 1 .132 Declaration was also convincing that unexpected results were achieved 
by confining the adulterant reagent to a relatively small area, the urinalysis pad, that is 
in fluid communication with a reagent free strip that transfers the sample to the 
urinalysis pad. The superior and unexpected result is that the color change is clearly 
visible when the target adulterant is detected in a separate pad. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion
